LONDON, Oct. 30.—Successful oper- 
ations with limited objectives were. 
carried out by us early this morning 
against German positions between. the 
Ypres-Roulers railway and the Poelca- 
pelle-Westroosebeke road. In spite of 
the marshy nature of the ground on 
the greater part of the front attacked 
and notwithstanding heavy rain and 
gales, which made comunication with 
our troops extremely difficult, impor- 
tant progress has been made. 

On the right of the attack, in spite of

of Passchendaele. The fighting was 
most severe on the spur west of the 
village, where five hostile counter at- 
tacks were beaten off by our 
Captured German machine guns were 
used effectively in repulsing these at- 
tacks.

A month 
before he had received word from 
the French authorities that his 
wife, who had been caught in the 
invaded district, had been shot by 
the Germans.

The directrice sug- 
gested that he had his parents to 
visit, but he answered that both 
his parents were killed by the 
Germans in 1870. He said to the 
directrice:

Is it a One Man Affair? 


In making their presentment the de- 
partment chiefs laid stress on the 
contention that the Ford organization 
had to be a sort of one man affair at 
the top, and since Henry Ford was de- 
voting his time to the tractor as one 
of the important agencies in food pro- 
duction for. the armies, it left only his 
son at the head of the motor car ad- 


ministration. 


But in the Dodge-Ford litigation, still 
pending, in which the Dodge Brothers 
attempted to get their dividends out of 
the $50,000,000 net profits of the Ford 
company last year, they set up the 
averment that "Ford had made the 
company a one man affair ani was 
wholly indifferent to the other men in 
the directorate. On the witness stand 
Mr. Ford testified that it was not a 
one man affair at all, but that the com- 
pany was managed by the entire board 
of directors. 

If that is the correct situation, then 
young Ford, as pointed out by exemp- 
tion officials, is not indispensable. 

Another case cited in defense of the 
action of the exemption boards is that 
of James Couzens, now millionaire” po- 
lice commissioner of Detroit. He start- 
ed with Ford, and practically was the 
directing manager of the Ford com- 
pany up to the time he and Ford got 
into a row over the pacifist and pre- 
paredness issues after the outbreak 
of the war in 1914. Ford dropped 
Couzens over night, or at least Couzens 
got out, though they are still good 
friends. The fact that the retiremen 
of Couzens on a moment’s notice al 
not seem materially to affect the man- 
agement of the Ford company is cited 
in substantiation of the claim that 
young Ford is not indispensable or that 
his place cannot be filled. 


Press Plea of Lioyd George. 

A letter from Premier Lloyd George 
to Ford’s father, which has been cited 
in defense of the son, was written by 
the English premier when he turned 
down the proposition made by Ford 
that the English government take over 
the manufacture of Ford tractors for 
use in England. In this letter Lloyd 
George expressed the hope that the 
United States government would co- 
operate in this undertaking. 

The Ford tractor must be developed 
in this country and its development 
will require the close and constant at- 
tention of the father. These are set 
up as valid reasons why the young 
man should be retained to direct the 
activities of the motor car industries. 

Edsel’s Own Argument. 
In his personal affidavit young Ford 
laid particular stress on the tractor 
improvement which is in the hands of 


his father. 
“The work of producing these trac-

From which the president is asked 
to deduce the decision that the elder 
Ford, as a war aid, is going to devote 
his entire time to perfecting the trac- 
tor, and must needs turn over the di- 
recting management of the motor car 
plant to his son. 


His Authority Unquestioned. 


Mr. Klinginsmith, after reviewing 
the war contracts now held by the 
company, says in his affidavit to the 
president of the United States: 

“Mr. Edsel Ford is practftally indis- 
pensable in connection with the busi- 
ness of the Ford Motor company, and 
he is, from day to day, deciding upon. 
many important matters in conjunc- 
tion with other members, thus reliev- 
ing Henry Ford of duties that it would 
be absolutely essential he should oth- 
erwise perform.” 

Norval A..Hawkins, sales manager, 
in his supporting affidavit, says: — 

“ Since Edsel Ford became an execu- 
tive officer of the Ford Motor company 
it has been clearly understood that his 
authority and decisions were unques- 
tioned. He interpreted to the execu- 
tive committee and to all departmental 
heads of the business the wishes, 
plans, ideas, and decisions of his fath- 
er. By so doing, because of the utter 
confidence and trust between father 
and son, Henry Ford has been relieved 
of many details and much worry that 
otherwise would be forced upon him to 
the detriment of his valuable time for 
working out broader and larger plans 
for the extension and perpetuity of the 
Ford Motor company, and Henry Ford 
& Son, Inc.” . 


' Await President’s Decision. 


The pleas for the appellant, now in 
the hands of President Wilson, are 
believed the most formidable and com- 
plete in any industrial exemption case 
that has been appealed to Washington 
in the operation of the selective draft.

Notwithstanding this difficulty 
the trade commission has collected 
data showing that millers’ by- 
products this year, owing to the 
high price for feedstuffs, have 
netted about $35 a ton, whereas the 
normal profit in recent years on 
these products has been from $18 
to $20.

POTATO POISON. 
R. ROBERTS reports the follow- 
ing case in the Journal of the 
Missouri State Medical associa- 
tion. A _ strong, 
after a day’s work, ate a quantity of 
raw Irish potatoes before supper one 
night. The following morning: about 
daylight’ he was taken with colic pains. 

He had no vomiting or purging but 
the colicky pain was intense. His skin 
was covered with cold perspiration. His 
pulse was 120 and slightly irregular. 
By night his pain was worse, his pulse 
more irregular, his pupils dilated and he 
was perceptibly weaker. He died in con- 
vulsions about forty-four hours after 
the attack began. The man had died 
from potato poisoning. 

The potato plant belongs to a group 
‘of paisonous plants of which nightshade 
is the most dangerous. The poisonous 
principle is a substance—solamin—akin 
ito belladonna, hyoscamus, nicotin, and 
‘stramonium. Well matured edible po- 
tatoes cohtain a very small dose of this

We do not favor meeting pacifist folly, even in 
war times, with a horse whip, but Mr. Bigelow owes 


in a few well chosen words which contain about | 
all the wisdom to be obtained from an experience | 
in nonresistance. 

A pacifist is squarely on his feet only so long 
as he professes the doctrine of nonresistance an 
sticks to it. The moment he wabbles from this) 
position he must consider the possibility of resist: | 
ance and, having considered the possibility, must’ 
take stock of his ability to resist. | 

On the points of possibility and preparedness | 
there may be many opinions, but they must agree 
that the preparation for resistance ought to be 
related to the probability of attack. Disagreement 
to the verge of madness may be had over these 
issues; but a pacifist who opposes all preparation 
necessarily makes a fool of himself or commits 
himself as a nonresistant. And the untested non- 
resistant does not know anything about himself. 

Nonresistance exposes itself to terror, suffering 
and odium beyond human endurance. For national 
purposes it is beyond calculation in human af- 
fairs. Individuals will not endure it and nations 
will not endure it. They will not submit to the 
will of an invader without raising a hand in self- 
defense. They will not endure losses by killing 
and looting, by burning and razing, and they will 
not tamely accept the torture of ravishing and 
maiming. 

Wise individuals, and therefore wise nations, 
know that they cannot control the will of other 
nations. They may have reason to repose trust 
in them. They may know from what quarters 
to expect no harm and against what elements 
to be on their guard, but they know that they 
cannot control the. development of another na- 
tion's impulses or satisfy its needs. A desire for 
peace in one nation is not a guaranty of a desire 
for peace in another. It may be but it is not 
necessarily so.

The Journal recently carried another 
story of food poisoning due to eating 
a food which is usually eaten with 
impunity. The stalks of pie plant con- 
tain a considerable amount of oxalic 
,acid, a substance which is quite poi- 
sonous. However, the dose in an ordi- 
nary meal of ple plant stalks is not 
enough to cause any symptoms of dcute 
poisoning. However, the same cannot be 
said of pie plant leaves. The cases 
reported were due to eating the leaves 
of pie plant as greens or salad. The 
dose of oxalic acid taken when pié plant 
leaves are eaten is sufficiently great to 
produce serious and sometimes fatal 
poisoning. 

There are those who think that harm 
can come from the persistent eating of 
pieplant stems. They say that while 
the dose of oxalic acid in a alice of rhu- 
barb pie is not great enough to cause 


use produces a chronic poison that Is 
insidious and masked. I know of no 
scientific evidence to that effect. 
Cranberries contain a fair dose of 
‘benzoic acid, Certain food manufac- 
}turera who use benzoic acid as a-pre- 
servative claim that the dose of ben- 
zoate taken in eating a piece of cran- 
berry pie is larger than that taken when 
catsup preserved with benzoate is used. 
I do not know of any cases of acute 
benzoate poisoning due to the eating 
of cranberries, The advice is frequent- 
ly given persons with Bright's disease 
not to eat cranberries.

But all authorities are 
agreed that peppers, spices and mustard, 
if habitually eaten, not only harm the 
digestive organs but also act as mild 
poisons. Healthy organs can stand 
them for a long time without harm. 
When habitually used by persons with 


certain chronic diseases the harmful ef- 
fects produced are generally recognized. |

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“KELLY,” U-BOAT 


CHIEF, IS A JOKER : 


BASE AMERICAN FLOTILLA IN 


| BRITISH WATERS, Oct. 16.—[Corre- 


spondence.]-—There is a German sub- 
marine commander who is known 
throughout the American flotilla as 
“Kelly.” His real name is something 
quite different, but the American sail- 
ors promptly dubbed him “ Kelly of 
the Emerald Isle," and the name will 
stick in the songs and stories of the 
navy as long as the great war is talked 
about. 

“Kelly” earned his name by his 
display on various occasions of a rich 
vein of quite un-German humor. He 
has become the hero of numberless 
stories told in forecastle and on quar- 
‘terdeck. Not all of these stories are 
true, and probably most of them have 
grown in the telling. 

All that the Associated Press can 
vouch for is that “Kelly” is a real 
individuai and that there is some 
foundation for the remarkable tales 
of his exploits. 


> 


“Kelly” commands a mine laying 
U'-boat which pays frequent visits to 
the district patrolled by the American 
destroyers. When he has finished his 
appointed task of distributing his 
mines where they will do most harm, 
he generally devotes a few minutes 
to a prank of some kind. 

Sometimes he contents himself with 
leaving a note, flying from a buoy, 
scribbled in school boy English and 
addressed to his American enemy. On 
other occasions he picks out a de- 
serted bit of coast line at night and 
goes ashore with a squad of his men 
for a saunter on the beach, leaving 


behind a placard or a bit of German 
bunting as a reminder of his presence.

His most audacious exploit, however 
—if the legends of the forecastle are | 
to be believed—was a trip which he 
made several months ago to Dublin, 
where he stayed two days at a lead- 
ing hotel, afterwards joining his U- 
boat somewhere up the west coast. 
He is said to have informed the Brit- 
ish of his exploit by leaving his re- 
ceipted hotel bill attached to one of 
their buoys. 

Still another of “ Kelly’s” more re- 
cent stunts was to plant the German 
flag on a rising on/the coast line. It 
was the first time that the British 
and Americans knew just where he 
and his men had set foot and they 
shared the excitement of the village 
folk who awoke one morning to find 
a new kind of flag flying from their 
native soil. At first they could not 
make out just what it was.

Leon was fined $100 and costs and 
sentenced to thirty days in the bride- 
well by Municipal Judge Robinson in 
1915 for keeping a disorderly house.

Just how the University of Chicago 
is going to collect 10 per cent on foot- 
ball tickets, according to the new war 
tax provision, is going to be quite a 
problem. Over half of the seats for 
the Maroon-Illinois game on Saturday 
have been sold without any provision 
for the wartime tariff, and Business 
Manager David S. Merriam is up,in 
the air about just how he is going to 
collect the tithe. | 

Last week, before the tickets were 
placed on sale, the Midway authorities 
understood that the new law did not 
apply to outdoor amusements, and pro- 
ceeded with the sale of tickets for the 
game Saturday. Four thousand cou- 
pons were sent to Champaign and 
nearly all of these have been sold to 
students and alumni. 


Half of Seats Already Gone. 


The Illini club, a local organization 
of downstate graduates, has purchased 
and disposed of a block of seats, and 
out at Bartlett gymnasium the sale 
has been heavy for the west stand. 
Temporary seats will be erected back 
of the south goal posts and at all cor- 
ners of the field. The total seating 
capacity will be 22,000 and about half 
of these have already disposed of. 

The mixup over the sale of tickets 
may result in the two universities pay- 
ing the war tax out of the proceeds, 
for it would be hardly possible to col- 
lect the ratio at the gate, with half a 
dozen different prices in the scale of | 
A Red Cross collection, 
such as drew several thousand dollars 
at the Minnesota game lag fall, was 
being contemplated, but e idea of 
two collections, one at the gate and, 
another between the halves, does not 
strike the Midway authorities as feasi- 
ble.

AKE county did its part for the 
good roads program in Illinois 
yesterday, authorizing a $500,000 
bond issue for two new highway 
projects by a vote of 3,689 for the mea- 
sure to 2,022 against it.
